Not Too Late Yet 


Battleships Are Fresh From 


the Dry Docks. 


San Francisco, July 6.—The sixteen 


battleships of the Atlantic battleship 
fleet are riding at anchor in the har- 
bor, ready to sail tomorrow afternoon 
for Honolulu on the second half of the 
long cruise around the world. They 
are fresh from the dry docks, with 
bunkers full of coal and magazines 
filled with ammunition, newly painted 
and looking as spic and span as 
the 
day 
they 
left 
Hampton 


Roads. At 2 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon, two months and a day after it. 
enteredthe portals of the Golden Gate, 
at the end of a 13,000 mile voyage, 
the flower of the American navy, 
headed by the flagship Connecticut, 
will steam out of the harbor of San 
Francisco under the command of Rear 
Almiral C. S. Sperry. the third com- 
mander-in-chief since the fleet sailed 
from Hampton Roads. 


The fleet will reach Honolulu on 


July 16. reriaiii a week and then pro- 
ceed to the Antipodes. Elaborate 
preparations for its entertainment 
have been adopted at Auckland, Syd- 
ney and Melbourne. The fleet will 
reach Manila after a visit to Japanese 
ports about October 1. Before return- 
ing to Hampton Roads the latter part 
of February, fourteen months after 
starting from the Atlantic, the fleet 
will have sailed almost all the seas 
of the globe and completed one of the 
most remarkable cruises in history. 


The fleet in command of Admiral 


Sperry is Ii better shape than it left 
Hampton Koads last December. The 
fire-contrc'l system, which was only 
complete w a few of the ships, is 
now thoroughly installed on each one. 


The places of the Alabama and 


Maine, which came around South 
America with the fleet and which 
sailed from here June 8. homeward 
bound as a special service squadron, 
have been taken by the battleships 
Wisconsin and Nebraska.

established. These advices have been 
continued by a dispatch received b;. 
the minister of foielsn affairs from 
the Argentine legation at Asuncion, 
oflicfally notifying the minister mat 
the revolutionary paity had succeeded 
in ovcrthiowing the Paiagua\an gov- 
ernment and that several of the Pa: a- 
gi:a.\a" ministers of state had taken 
leiuge in the legation. The revolu- 
tionists have appointed as president 
Dr. Kmeliai.o Gonzalos Navelro. 
He 


held the of'ce of vice president in 
the government \\hich has just been 
ousted. 


Unofficial dispatches say the cabi 


net Includes Manuel Gondra, the Para 
guayan minister to Brazil; Dr. Ease- 
bio Ayalo, Dr. AUiro Jara. Dr. Adolfo 
RIguInie and Dr. Manuel Franco. 


These icpresent a combination of 


the two most powerful parties, the 
liberal and Colorado, and it Is be- 
lieved that their appointment will as- 
sure early peace to the country. 


The members of the former govern- 


ment, who included Manuel Benltz, 
minister of the interior; Cecillo Baez, 
foreign 
affairs; 
General Rios. war; 


Adolfo Soler, finance, and Carlos Isasi, 
minister of justice, it is understood, 
have taken refuge in the foreign lega- 
tions. 


Fighting has been proceeding In the 


streets of Asuncion for some days 
past and many of the public buildings 
have been seriously damaged. Esti- 
mates of the killing and wounding has 
been exaggerated and It is now be- 
lieved the number will not exceed 500.

AVlth the delegation came 150 repre- 
s<?ntnMvep of the Cook county D»m- 
ocracy of Chicago, the big Democratic 
organization of that city, headed by 
a band of forty pieces. 


The delegation arrived at their 


headquarters 
at the Albany hotel, 


fdrmed in a prroup and gave -vent to 
their enthusiasm in songs and cheers. 
In the lobby of the hotel Judge Wll- 
Uam Prenti.33 of Chicago, one of the 
contesting delegates and the man who 
will make the principal fight for the 
delegation before the national com- 
mittee and the credentials commit- 
tee, addressed a crowd which com- 
pletely fllled the lobby and corridors 
of the hotel and spread far out Into 
the street.

RECORD AT 0.8. U. 


Called Bell a Liar. 


Denver, July 6. — Stirring stories of 


discord, almost culminating at times 
In physical violence and involving 
Theodore A. Bell, temporary chairman 
of the Doniocr.it ic convention, reached 
Denver when the California delegation 
arrived on a special train from San 
Francisco. 
According to the state- 


ment of several delegates, bitter dis- 
sension prevailed almost from the mo- 
ment of the start from California to 
the time the delegation reached here. 
The trouhle was due largely to a fac- 
tional fight in the state over alleged 
raihoad domination of a certain ele- 
ment of the paity. Mr. Bell failed to 
land his candidates on any of the com- 
mittees. being outvoted. The discus- 
sion, which lasted for hours at a time 
aboard the train during the caucus 
meetings, at times grew so acrimoni- 
ous that physical violence against 
Bell was threatened and narrowly 
averted. 
On one occasion, it is re- 


lated, Bell charged Delegate Thomas 
Fox of Sacramento 
with receiving 


$500 a month from a railroad com- 
pany, whereupon Fox strenuously de- 
nied the statement, called Bell a liar 
and started toward the latter with the 
announced Intention of doing him phy- 
sical damage. Fox was restrained by
